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Football Season of 1916 

I " k 1 1 A I *S for a championship football team nothing looked brighter 
^Irl in the anna]- of West High football than they did upon the opening 
^Mj^ day of school in the fall of 1916. A gala of stars remained from the 
1915 team, which defeated Hast High; consisting of Captain Heck, G. Devine, 
A. Devine, Zaun, Cunningham, Redlingshafer, Chiesa, Ramsey, Minnick, 
Saner, Martin and Byers, together with prominent candidates such as Til- 
mont and McMurray, who, hecause of ineligibility had been kept from par- 
ticipating in 1°15. 

In a great many ways the football season of 1916 was a great success, 
and in many ways it was a disappointment to the players, coach and fol- 
lowers, although the team went through the season without a defeat. The 
opening game showed W est High's football machine to be almost flawless, 
and Ottumwa was swamped by the enormous score of ( Jh-0. Perhaps that 
game was instrumental in helping to spoil the close of the season — perhaps 
not, but while the West High football team still remained a wonderful ma- 
chine it did not improve as was expected. 

Mason City, Denison, Fort Dodge, West Waterloo and North High 
were in turn defeated by comfortable scores, Fort Dodge and North High 
being the only ones to cross W est High's goal line, but in the final game with 
the old rival from Lee township the followers and the team will never forget 
the 0-0 battle which w as staged on the Drake Stadium. 

As said before, the season was filled with many pleasures and also with 
many regrets and disappointments. To say the least, the team of 1916 was a 
wonderful high school machine, perhaps one of the most wonderful high 
school football teams ever seen upon the field, and it may be sometime to 
come before such an aggregation will be permitted to play together and be 
given the opportunities which were given the team of 1916. 

It was not through lack of work on the part of the players, nor through 
lack of backing on the part of its followers that Fast High was not defeated 
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Coach Stewart, White, Ellis, McKovvan, Rendall, Byers, Chiesa, Burns, Minnick, Lorenz, Biddle, Zaun,

lessinger, Redlingshafer, McMurray, Organ, Perkins, B. Smith, Martin, Soucrs, G. Devine, Beck (Capt.), A. 
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by a larger score than ever >tood between the two teams representing the dif- 
ferent sides of the Des Moines river, and it was perhaps a chain of circum- 
stances which were unexplainable. The squad's first disappointment came 
when upon the day of the opening game it was discovered that ex-captain 
Paul Zaun could not compete and had played his full limit of time as a high 
school athlete. It was a great blow to the team and a great disappointment to 
the team and the followers. However, it must be said here that Minnick, 
with practically no previous experience, filled the gap left by the loss of 
ex-captain Zaun in magnificent style throughout the season. 

Two other great disappointments featured the season, the first coming 
when Fort Dodge successfully crossed W est High's goal line, and the second 
and great disappointment when East High in the final game of the year, 
fought West in a 0-0 tie.

Some of the members of the team have played their last game for West 
High, but such men as Minnick, Saner, Ramsey, Tilmont, McMurray, Lair, 
the two Devines and others will remain to in the future carry West High - 
colors to the top where they belong. The coach of the 1916 team will always 
be found ready and willing to lend his aid and assistance in any way possible, 
although not actively connected with West High's football team, to bring 
that team to the front rank in Iowa athletics. Let us remember the past and 
look to the future.

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1917 Track Season 

EST HIGH ended its track season by winning second place in the 
State Meet. All the dope on the meet was upset, for the Maize and 
Blue men proved to be the "Dark Horses." The team displayed 
the usual fight and determination to win and made things hot for 
the present state champions. North High. 

It would be very foolish for anyone to predict the future for West High 
track athletics. But we can get some idea of what can be expected by look- 
ing over the material left from the 1917 team, and knowing what vacant 
places will be left by the graduating members. 

First, let us see what men we lose by graduation. In the field events 
almost all the men were Seniors. Chiesa and McKowan are discus men. 
McKowan is a shot putter. Linn is a broad jumper and a high jumper. 
Redhngshafer is a pole vaulter. These men, with exception of Linn, won 
points in the State Meet. In the track events we lose some mighty good 
men. In the 220 dash we lose Minor and Organ. In the quarter mile wc 
lose three-fourths of the best mile-relay team in the state, Minor, Whiting 
and Organ. In the mile and half-mile runs we lose Zook, Whiting and 
Mahnke. The above named men have helped greatly in keeping West I [igh 
among the top-notchers in track athletics and will' be sorely missed next 
spring. 

Whom have we left as a nucleus for the 1918 team? In the 100 and 
220 dashes we have Byers and Beck, who, in all probability, will be better 
than ever next year. In the field events three men remain: A. Devine in 
the weights and pole vault, G. Devine in the weights and Brown in the broad 
jump. In the quarter mile dash we have left Meigs and Travers who ou<mt 
to do some good work next year because of their experience. In the dis- 
tance runs we still have W hite and McXall. Lewis and A. Devine will be 
our hurdlers. 

Xow that we know exactly what we have and what we have not, let us 
see what we must do to produce a winning team. 

W ith as many boys enrolled as has West High we ought to have out for 
track at least one hundred men who wdl train consistently and work hard 
If we can get these one hundred men to stay out from the 'first call until the 
close of the season, West High can produce one of the greatest track teams 
ever known in the history of this school. 

Track work is a line of athletics that should interest all. It does good 
to all that share its trials and triumphs. Fellows, let's get out and help make 
a real team in 1918. Take the word of the Seniors who have sj>ent several 
years on the team. They say it will make men of bovs, fighters of slackers, 
and enthusiastic, loyal sons of West High. Get out bovs and do your part ;

^rr T may be of interest to our readers to know that the Tatler is nearing 
<41 its twenty-fifth anniversary. The firsl Tatler was published in No 
vember, 1893, with Harold M. Bowman as editor-in-chief. Mr. Bow- 
man, who thus so successfully launched this publication, has since then 
been admitted to the bar and has served as a member of the faculty at 
Columbia University. Mr. Slinker, who was at that time a teacher in West 
High, still has a copy of this first Tatler. To compare this issue with one of 
the 1917 numbers is an interesting contrast. 

The Tatler stands today with a quarter century of work and experience 
back of it, representing a school whose history and precedents date back- 
even farther. The Tatler has become, in these years of growth, a well es- 
tablished publication with a reputation not limited to Iowa but extending 
throughout the United States. In fact, a New York high school paper pro- 
nounced the Tatler the best on their exchange files. Such recognition is 
gained, not by the work of a single staff, but through the persistent efforts 
of successive staffs in building a reputation and maintaining the high stand- 
ards already set. 

Let it not be thought that all the hard work in construction was done by 
him who laid the corner stone. It is true he had no precedent, no former 
knowledge or experience on which to build but to him belonged the encour- 
agement and sympathy tendered every pioneer. 

The present Tatler staff began work about the first of October. It was 
not made up of entirely new material but very few experienced members re- 
mained from last year's staff. For the last two years a new method has been 
employed in choosing the staff. Instead of appointing members upon the 
recommendation of the English teachers Mr. Ricker has decided upon what 
he considers a fairer method. A contest is held each year late in September 
at which time all candidates for positions on the literary staff are asked to 
write articles, stories, poems, etc. This material is judged on the basis of 
both quality and quantity and the members of the literary staff are chosen 
as a result of this contest. Those seeking positions on the business staff 
solicit ads or prove their ability on the circulation end of the paper. 

All of us who have served on the staff this year feel very grateful for 
the year's experience and know that we have grown both in business ability 
and literary appreciation. To many of us who could not have distinguished 
a half-tone from a sepia engraving the year has been filled with startling, 
new discoveries. None of us, perhaps, ever realized the endless amount of 
work included in the publishing of one little book, until work on the Annual 
began. 

Next year we hope that the Tatler competition will be even stronger 
than it has been in the past. Even for those who never intend to go farther 
in the world of journalism the work is quite worth while. Every member of 
the present Tatler staff will always remember the year 1917 as one filled with 
pleasant associations and much, enjoyable hard work.
